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Professor Huxley on the Political Future 
of the United States. 

Ill bis speech at tho opening of the 
John Hopkins University at Balti- 
more, September 13tb, Professor Hux- 
ley, after referring to the material 
resources of thu United States, said: 

To what purpose will you put this 
groat store of material wealth and this 
vast amount of human intelligence 
and capacity wbicb is among you to 
deal with 1 Tho question is one which, 
it seems to me, no man has a chance 
of answering with the remotest pro- 
bability at tho present moment. You 
me undertaking the greatest political 
experiment that has ever been per- 
formed by any people whatever. You 
are at this present centenary a nation 
of forty millions of peoplo. At your 
nest conteniu-y rational and probable 
expectation may look to see you hun- 
dred millions, and you have before 
you the problem whether two hundred 
millions of English-spealring, strong 
willed people will be able to bold to- 
gether under tho form of Republican 
institutions and under tho real des- 
potism of universal suffrage (a burst 
of laughter); whether State rights will 
hold their own against tho necessary 
centralization of a groat nation, if it is 
to act as a whole, or whether central- 
ization will gain tho day without break- 
ing down Republican institutions. 
Tho territory you cover is as large as 
Europe, as diverse in climate as Eng- 
land and Spain, as Frauco and Russia, 
and you have to seo whether with the 
diversity of interests, mercantile and 
other, which arise under these circum- 
stances, national ties will bo stronger 
than tho tendency to separation; and 
as you grow, more peoplo and the 
presence of population makes itself 
manifest, the spectre of pauperism 
v.' ill stalk among you, and you will be 
very uuliko Europe if communism 
and socialism do not claim to bo heard. 

I cannot imagine that any one should 
envy you this great destiny — for a great 
destiny it is to solve those problems 
eome way or other. Great will be your 
honor, great will bo your position, if 
you solvo them righteously and honostly 
groat your shame and your misery if 
you fall. But let mo express my most 
Btrongconvictionthat tho koy to success, 
tho essential condition to success, is 
one and one only; that it rests entirely 
upon tho intellectual clearness and 
upon tho moral worth of tho individual 
citizen. Education cannot give intel- 
lectual clearness, it cannot give moral 
worth, but it may cherish them and 
bring them to the front; and in that 
sense, the university may bo and ought 
to be the fortress of the higher life of 
the nation. 

An American Qint who was Kissed 
by Queen Victoria. — Tho advent at 
Newport of Lord and Lady Randolph 
Churchill has boon one of the events of 
the season. Lady Randolph, a young 
Amorican lady of great beauty, is a 
daughter of Leonard W. Jerome. She 
married an Englishman, the son of 
tho Duko of Marlborough, and was re- 
ceived with great distinction by tho 
Queen on the occasion of her first 
presentation at court. Her Majesty 
would not suffer her to kiss her hand, 
but raised her and kissed her on tho 
forehead, a marked and notable kind- 
ness. Lord Randolph Churchill 
is said to bo quite out of tho good 
graces of His Royal Highness tho 
Prince of Wales. This August person- 
age had taken his ground in connec- 
tion with a recont elopement which 
for sorao threo weeks excited and do- 
ligbted tho very highest circles of 
English aristocracy. Lord Randolph 
ratuer defended the gay Lothario, who, 
if we are correctly informed, was his 
brother; hence an estrangement bo- 
tween tho Prince of Wales and Lord 
Randolph, and bonce tho visit of Lord 
Randolph to this country. — Newport Let- 
ter, ■

A Lightning Bolt Writing God's Name 
on a Blasphemer. 

Some of our contemporaries seem 
disposed to question tho truth'' of our 
Statement that a negro man who was 
killed by lightning a few days ago 
in Campbell county bad the letters 
"God" on bis body. Dr. Thomas E. 
Moorman, whoso Post Office address 
is Mt. Zion, Campbell county, has 
furnished tbe Richmond "Christian 
Advocate" an account of tho circum- 
stances, from which the extract follow- 
ing; 

"On tho evening of the Gtb inst. 
Perry Jones aud George Brown, 
colored men, notoriously tho most 
profane, wicked persons in the 
whole community, with threo other 
colored persons, took refuge, during 
the rain, accompanied by a good 
deal of lightning and thunder, in a 
tobacco barn on tho land of Mr. 
Gooigo Creasy. 

"From their soveral positions one 
would have thought that two of tho 
others were in more, and the third in 
as much danger, as Jones and Brown 
were. They, as their custom was, 
were engaged in cursing aud swear- 
ing. Suddenly tho lightning decend- 
od upon them, and, while tho other 
throe wuro comparatively uninj urod , J ones 
was killed, and Brown was stricken 
down senseless, and almost lifolesss 
for a time. Ho revived after a few 
minutes, and soon seemed to have 
regained all of his strength, but was 
dumb and bereft of his mind for 
several hours. Tho lightning had set 
lire to his clothing, ami ho was burned 
on his chest and left sido and arm 
before the fire was oxtiuguihned. In 
his maniac efforts to free himself from 
those who wore restraining him the 
skin was rubbed from tho burned flesh, 
and presented tho following charac- 
ters, GOD. A very close representa- 
tion, to say tho least of them, of them, 
of tbe capital letters used in printing 
tho name of Deity, whilo around and 
betwoen them tho skin was unremoved, 
and apparently not burned. The 
above characters occupied the angles 
of an equilateral triauglo, which, as 
you are doubtless aware was in ancient 
clay tho symbol of Deity. This man, 
thon, appears to have been branded 
with the name of his Creator in tho 
symbolic language, it may be, of his 
forefathers three thousand years ago, 
and in tho printed lauguago of tho 
nation to which ho belongs. — Lynch- 
burg News.

THE "GLOBE" ON THE SITUATION. 

Yesterday we gave place to an arti- 
cle on the Railway embroglio. The 
Toronto 'Globo,' from which tho arti- 
cle was taken, is tho chief Ministerial 
organ in tho Dominion, and is consi- 
dered excellent authority on matters 
affecting tho policy of the Reform 
Government. Reference is made by 
tho 'Globe' to the "pleasure" express- 
ed by tho people of the Royal City at 
tho failure of the Carnarvon Terms, 
and to their demand for the ro-survcy 
of the Eraser route. The 'Globe 
strikes the right nail on the head when 
it attributes tho expression and de- 
mand of the petitioners to sectional- 
ism. But we are sorry to find that 
the agitation of the Islanders for tho 
carrying out of the Carnarvon Terms 
is also attributed by our Toronto con- 
temporary to the existence amongst 
us of a spirit of sectionalism. Nothing 
could bo further from tho fact. Tho 
Islanders were offered a line of Rail- 
way from Nanaimo to Esquimalt as 
"compensation" for delay in tho ful- 
filment of the Railway terms; and tho 
Mainland was promised an annual ex- 
penditure of *2,000,000 in Railway 
work in lieu of the completion of the 
main line in ten years. Such is the 
oist of tho Carnarvon Terms, and how, 
when agitating for tho carrying out ot 
those terms the residents of Vancouver 
Island can bo honestly charged with 
sectionalism, is beyond our compre- 
hension. If, for instan.ce, wo wore to 
express exquisite "pleasure" at the 
failure of the Dominion Government 
to commenco operations on the main 
line, we should certainly lay ourselves 
open to the charge. But te press for 
tho fulfilment of a bargain that was 
intonded to confer equal advantages 
on both sections— on tho wholo coun- 
try in fact, is not evidence of tho ex- 
istence of a narrow or sectional spirit. 
On the contrary, it is a broad and ca- 
tholic policy that cannot be too highly- 
commended. Tho 'Globe' states em- 
phatically that the surveys will not bo 
re-opened, speaks of tho Eraser 
route as "all but impracticable," and 
plainly Btates that another route for 
the railway has been selected. Hav- 
ing thus disposed of tho Westminster 
"memoranda" the 'Globe' proceeds], to 
deal with the question of compensa- 
tion. No hope is held out of the con- 
struction of tho Island road as a Gov 
eminent work; and a hint is thrown 
out that any sum that may bo given 
by way of compensation might be used 
in subsidizing a hue of railway from 
Westminster to Kamloops as well as 
the Island lino. Well, we should have 
no objection to that, provided the sum 
paid was largo enough to attain 
both objects ; but the grand 
desideratum is the Inland road which by 
the selection of the Bute Inlet route will 
form the first link in all-rail communie.i- 
tion from Esquimalt to Halifax. Wo 
should decidedly object to the money- 
oompensatiou being thrown at the people's 
heads to be scrambled for like u lot of 



children after pennies. Tao object for 
which compensation is to be given should 
bo speciiied, and that object is tho con- 
struction of the Esquimalt-Nanaiuio mil- 
way first. If there be any sum left over 
no one would object to its expenditure on 
a line of railway to Kamloops. Tho Globe 
is anxious to know what sum in compen- 
sation will bo acceptable to the people of 
British Columbia. Tho wisest course 
that can bo pursuod by British Columbia 
is to await Lord Carnarvon's answer to 
our memorial. 

THE WATErTMONOPOLY. 



Wo understand that a number of 
Ratepayers have secured legal advice 
on tho nefarious attempt of the Mayor 
to monopolize the water supply and 
plumbing work of ouo-fourth tho town 
and that un opinion has boon given 
that tho Corporation have acted in di- 
rect violation of tho law. This will bo 
good news to a largo majority of our 
citizenH, who aro thoroughly sick of 
the Municipal oligarchy who aro try- 
ing to fasten themselves on tho Civic 
revenues something after tho manner 
of tho Old Man of the Sea on Sinbad's 
shoulders. With tho law on the sido 
of tho people tho only thing now ne- 
cessary is prompt and vigorous action. 
This will bo taken in a day or two .

EUROPE ON THE BRINK OF WAR. 

The Great Powers Preparing for the 
Coming Struggle. 


Ten thousand Russian soldiers aro 
coming to Belgrade, telegraphs a Lon- 
don "Telegraph" correspondent. 

Another correspondent writes :•— The 
Junction Railway from Odossa to -Tassy 
is completed. A thousand Russian 
volunteers will immediately proceed 
by it. Tno fares to Bucharest have 
been reduced one-half. \ . 

Tho "Daily News" correspondent 
telegraphs: — Russian officers and sol- 
diers aro swarming into Sorvia by 
scores daily. There must be quite 
11,000 Russians now with tho army, 
and wo Britons know what manner of 
men Russians are in tho battle field. 
Servia can command money now for 
the purchase of horses, arms, and mu- 
nitions of war, and she is straining 
every nerve adequately thus to equip 
herself. She is preparing for a winter 
campaign by tho purchase of tents and 
sheepskins. 

Tho Russians now in Belgrade aro 
being formed into corps; tho uniform 
provided for them distinguishes them 
at ouco from tho rest of tho army. 
They aro dressed in a complete suit of 
blue cloth. 

Matters aro rapidly coming to a cri- 
sis, writes tho 'Standard' correspond- 
ent at Belgrade. Russia has evident- 
ly made up her mind to throw off tho 
very transparent mask sho has hitherto 
worn. Through her consul at Belgrade 
she has identified hor causo with that 
of Servians, and is now prepared, it 
must bo assumed, to tako the conse- 
quences of the policy she has adopted. 
Servia is now entirely in tho back- 
ground; it is Russia and Turkey that 
aro face to faco. Tho demonstration 
which took placo at Belgrade, under 
tho pretext of celebrating tho birthday 
of the Emperor Alexander, is tho pre- 
lude to a declaration of war. I havo 
already told you that tho bii thday of the 
Russian Emperor was solemnized in a 
manner as formal as though Servia 
was already a province of his empire, 
and what took place at tho gala dinner 
at the Russian Consulate has also beou 
reported by telegraph. Subsequently 
in the course of tho evening a body 
of some 3,000 persons, bearing torches 
and headed by Professor Gucrchteh,went 
to tho Russian Consul's and sang the Rus- 
sian hymn. Tho Consul made his appear- 
ance on tho balcony, when the Professor 
made a speech expressing tho gratitude 
of Servia towards Russia, who hail proved 
ber good friend in the hour of her need. 
The Russian Consul, in reply, thanked 
tho speaker for tho kind tilings he had 
.said about Russia, and addod that ho was 
adad to be ablo to say that Russia and 
Servia would soon march united against 
their common foo. It is noedlos» to say- 
that tho Consul was loudly cheered, and 
tha crowd sang the National Anthem. Tho 
town at night was brilliantly illuminated. 
It is believed in Belgrade that tho tpen 
participation of Rusiia in tho war is only 
a question of days. 

From Austria reports coino of a 
strong illfoeling being manifested 
against Russian interference between 
Servia and Turkey. 

Tho news from Germany is that tho 
Imperial iron-clad fleet has been or- 
dered to proceed at once to tho Medit- 
erranean. 

At tho British Government dock- 
yards every effort is being niado to 
placo all possible ships in commission. 
Six new iron-clads are being built on 
the Tyne, two more have been ordered 
to bo built on tho Clyde, and three 
torpedo steamers have been commenc- 
ed in the Government yards. Other 
vessols are being pushed forward to 
completion at Chatham and other 
Admiralty yards. 

From Russia tho reports are that, 
while military preparations are in 
progress, the crisis which has affected 
Russian commercial operations still 
continues. Trade is bad and confi- 
dence shaken. The suspense caused 
by the uncertainty of the immediate 
future of course contributes to tho 
unsettled condition of the markets, 
and at present the commercial posi- 
tion is regarded as decidedly gloomy. 
Greator activity than ever reigns in 
the manufacture of war materials. 
One thousand live hundred men are 
employed in making fuses, and in 
tho arsenal and shipyards all available 
hands have been set at work. 

In Turkey tho Commander-in-chief 
of the Turkish army,, Abdul Koriin 
Pasha, is looked upon with veneration 
by the Mussulmans, and in the eyes of 
tho people passes as the military rival 
of .Marshal von Moltko. Ho will 
ultimately, says tho "London Tele- 
graph" correspondent, become solo 
master of tho Ottoman Empire, and 
Sultans themselves will bo bandied 
about at the will of this military 
usurper. 

Summing up the situation, the 
London "Times" says: — "In certain 
seasons of popular excitement, even a 
false report may mu'ko tho preserva- 
tion of peace an impossibility and the 
temper of tho Russian people seems 
rapidly approaching' that stale. Tho 
Emperor is doubtless eager to rely on 
peaceful agencies, and ho may bo 
heartily seconded by Prince Gortscha- 
koff; but, in tho present tempor of 
tho Russian peoplo, tho authority of 
their ruler is limited by restraints as 
real as those imposed on a Constitu- 
tional King. Ho must reckon with 
tho army which wields immense force 
in a military court and a scarcely loss 
military society. Nor could ho dis- 
regard tho excitement of that vast 
peasantry which is swayed by religious 
fervour in a degroo of which Western 
Europe has nearly lost tho momory. 
In the Turks they hoc tho hereditary ene- 
mies of their faith, and, since tho Bulga- 
rian atrocities havo produced anunparal- 
lelod excitement oven in England, they 
must have stirred up a still moro menac- 
ing temper among a peoplo allied to tho 



Bulgarians by the tios of raco and of re- 
ligion. Tho feeling is revealed by the 
crowds of Russian soldiers as well as offi- 
cers who are trooping to Setrvia, and 
whom their Government dare not atop 
avon were it willing."

The largest nugget found in 
those diggings weighed $110. The prin- 
cipal pay was obtained by crevioing. 
About $200,000 wore taken out in a year 
and a half ; then tho diggings failed. A 
largo town sprang up at the junction of 
Leech and Sooko Rivers, and many houses 
are still standing. Nearly every ono who 
worked at Leech River lias confidence in 
good diggings being eventually found; 
and it may be that wo are on the eve of 
big "strikes" that will throw Cariboo aud 
Cassiar into tho shade.
